‘Khe seiung of licenses for carnivals 
and other amusements was tabled 
Until the next meeting. There wag a 
reported stoppage in a private pro- 
perty sewer connecting with the town 
mains and the engineer was to look 
into the matter.. The secretary re- 
ported that he had a conversation with 
Mr. Laidlaw over the phone to the 
effect that the minister, owing to the 
existing cjrcumatances at Glejchen 
would extend the time for passing Ly 
law No. 114 till July 30, 1949. This 
bylaw is in regards to the 100 percent 
assessment, 

Bylaw No. 389 was prepared ap- 
pointing assessors provided by the 
director of assessment aS assessors 
for the town for 1949, All accounts 
were turned over to the finance com- 
mittee and if found correct, be paid. 

A motion was carried allowing a 
discount of 5 ‘percent on taxes if paid 
within 80 days of date of mailing 
of tax notice The town secertary 
was appointed enumerator for the 
town.. M. W. Cameron was appointed 
handy man for tie town, A bylaw 
is to be prepared for the next mect- 
regarding leasing the swimming pool 
to the Board of Trade. — 

(A discussion arose regarding double 
water rates and water meters. This 
has to do with when more than two 
. familes using water from the same 
pipe jing into a building. The matter 
was left over until the next meeting. 

There'is according to an estimate of 
the assessors taxable property to the 
extent of $430,000. Extimated ex- 
penses, by the finance committee, of 
$24,307%00 iwith an estimated rev- 
enye of $5,449.00 leaving a balance of 
$11,458 to be raised by taxation for 
the town and $8,000 for school pur- 
poses requiring a mill rate of 19 
mills for school and 27 mills for town 
purposes. The council decided to have 
a bylaw prepared covering and setting 
the mill rate as above. 

There was an application for sev- 
eral town lots by an individual. The 
secretary was instructed to request 
the gentleman to make an application 
in writing for the lots he wishes to 
purchase also stating his reasons for 
wishing to make the purchase, 
Councillors Brown and Murray closed 
the meeting with a motion to adjourn,

Happy Motoring

and “Nine Don'ts” will help you 
avoid those unnecessary accidents 
and make driving easier and safer: 


The Ten DO'S 

1, Many acctdents* are caused by 
pre-occupation with business or 
domestic troubles, Keep your 
personal annoyances to yourself 
and don't take,them out on the 
motoring public. 
Avoid sudden’ stops. Form the 
habit of depressing the brake 
pedal ‘lightly a ‘few times when 
you intend to stop soon. This 
will light up your stop light and 
warn the driver behind you that 
you intend to stop. 
Be careful in your approach to 
bridges, trestles, causeways, via- 
ducts,’ underpasses and tunnels. 
You should be able to stop with- 
out ‘colliston if the entrance is 
blocked. ., 
Watch the feilow with mangled 
fenders, twisted bumpers, or 
shrieking brakes, Accidents are 
a habit with him and he’s prob- 
ably a poor driver. 
Drivers who do not slow down 
soon enough, or who pick up too 
quickly at the outskirts of town, 
are responsible for a very high 
percentage of the serious acci- 
dents. Drivers who have not 
been’ out on the highway do not 
expect excessive speed, and may 
misjudge yours. Even though 
you may seem to be crawling, | 
obey the speed laws. 

If there is a question of an ac- 

cident,- yield the right of way. 

Being right won't pay the doc- 

tor bil's if you are hit, and 

theré’s little comfort in knowing 
it was the other fellow’s fault. 

. If you. even suspect any change 
in visibility at night, check your 
headlamps. You don’t want to 
be driving’ one of those annoy- 
ing and dangerous “one-eyed” 
cars, '

. Dim your lights for the other 

fellow, ever’ if he doesn’t dim 

for you.

The Nine DON'TS: 

1, Don’t get too close to the car 
ahead of you. on the highway. 
Remember, you have never seen 
the driver before and know noth- 
ing about him, yet you are put- 
ting your life in his hands if he 
decides to stop -suddenly, If 
someone is’ tailing you, slow up 
gradually so he can pass you. 
If you are following a friend in 
another car, or are one of a 
group of cars in line, leave 
enough room between your car 
and the one ahead for another 
car to get in if necesary. 

Don't underinflate tires for an 
easy ride, Underinflation causes 
60 per cent, of the blowouts. 
Don't pull up close to the low- 
ered gates at a railroad cross- 
ing. A car might bump ‘you 
from behind and push you into 
the path of the train, 

Don’t open the left-hand door to 
alight without first checking to 
see that nothing is coming be- 
hind you. You, not only endan-

Pigs With Jitters 
Seldom Die 


That’s the answer University of Il- 
linois veterinarians have given to 
several worried swine raisers who 
have asked about the disease. 

Some pigs jump up and down, 
raising their front legs from the 
ground; others raise their hind legs. 
Sometimes the neck muscles are af- 
fected, and the pigs’ heads jerk al- 
most constantly. 

Veterinarians call the jumping con- 
dition myoclonia congenita, In farm- 
ers’ language, this means that the 
pigs have spasms of their muscles. 
The cause of the jitters is not 
known, 

Pigs generally are affected at far- 
rowing time or soon after. In some 
litters all of the pigs are jittery; in 
others only one or two pigs may he 
affected. Symptoms are worse when 
the pig is awake and moving about. 

But the disease is seldom fatal, 
Doctor C. C. Morrill, of the College 
of Veterinary Medicine, assures hog 
raisers, The jittery pigs usually stop 
their jumping by weaning time and 
are normal.

Safety First 
In Swimming 


TTAWA. — Wise are the parents 

who teach their children how 

to swim—not only is it a good sport, 

but often it is a means of avoiding 
a& drowning tragedy later on, 

Pointing a warning finger at the 
number of summer drownings anual- 
ly in Canada, health and welfare de- 
partment officials say a little time 
and a little practice beforehand 
could prevent such heartbreaks. 

“For your own sake, learn to 
swim; and for the sake of others, 
learn approved methods of life-sav- 
ing and artificial respiration,” say 
the experts. 

When planning on going for a 
swim, first of all get someone to ac- 
company you. "Stay out of the water 
if exhausted from fatigue, or from 
any other cause, Avoid bathing 
within one hour after a meal, Don’t 
go in swimming when the body is 
cooling after perspiring. 

Avoid bathing altogether in the 
open air if, after having been a short 
time in the water, there is a sense 
of chilliness with numbness of the 
hands and feet. 

When taken with cramp while 
swimming, the Royal Life Saving So- 
ciety offers the following advice: 
Keep calm and, turning on the back, 
rub and stretch the affected limb. 

If seized in the caif of the leg, 
turn up the toes, straighten the leg, 
and stretch the muscles; apply fric- 
tion and kick the surface of the 
water until they relax.

ONDON. — Britain’s hundreds of 

seaside resorts are the favorite 
holiday haunts for the 24,000,000 
Britons who annually take a vaca- 
tion, 

That's the finding of a 12-month 
survey conducted by the British 
Tourist & Holidays Board to deter- 
mine how many people take a holi- 
day, where they go and what they 
like best. 


The board found that every year 
an average 24,900,000 Britons above 
the age of four—56 per cent, of the 
population—go on vacation. Some 
9,000,000 others don’t go either be- 
cause they haven't the inclination 
or can’t find suitable accommodation. 

More than 15,000,000 choose the: 
seaside every year. Some 5,000,000 
others like the country; 2,700,000 
visit towns and 1,300,000 go abroad. 

The board also found that licensed 
hotels are now less in demand, More 
holiday travellers are seeking board- 
ing house accommodation, Favorite 
holiday months are July and August 
when the sun is hottest, 

The board's report said “the bulk 
of the people are better off econom- 
ically than they were in the past. 
They are better educated and their 
living conditions have improved, As 
a result, they expect a much higher 
standard in holiday conditions than

Ratz, chief of the Health and Wel- 
fare Department’s Civil Service 
Health Division, He said in an in- 
terview he was heartily in favor of 
open-necked dresses, shorts and no 
stockings. 

“Clothing should be light and as 
non-constructive as possible — and 
women follow that out,” he said. 

But men! Those ties! 

The neck-tie is ‘one of the worst 
offenders.” Dr, Ratz looked down 
perspiringly, and accusingly, at his 
own dark blue number. 

“A neck-tie,” he said, ‘prevents 
circulation of air between the neck 
and the body.” 

Shirts, open at the neck, were the 
best, 

As for physical exercise, he warned 
that persons getting on in years 
should be chary of hot weather ac- 
tivity. 

For instance, “you'll find a lot of 
people playing tennis on the hottest 
day.” 

While this might not be harmful 
to the young ones, older persons 
should be careful — especially those 
not used to exertion. 

“People more than 45 should not 
indulge in unaccustomed strenuous 
exercise, particularly in hot weather,” 
said Dr. Ratz.

north, and asked for particulars, The 
Egyptian sportsman and Indonesian 
student wanted general information.

RENTON, N.J. — Don’t worry 
about being killed by lightning 
this Summer. 

The odds against it are about 375,- 
000 to 1, the New Jersey Medical 
Society said. 

Besides, if you can hear the thun- 
der clap, you're safe. The speed of 
light is faster than the speed of 
sound, so you'll never hear the thun- 
der if those long odds come up and 
the lightning hits you, 

The Medical Society put out a 
warning telling of the dangers of 
electrical storms and giving some 
figures on lightning. 

The records say five times as many 
males as females.are killed by Hght- 
ning. This may be due to the fact 
that nine out of 10 lightning deaths 
‘occur outdoors in rural areas, 

What to do when the clouds start 
to rumble and the celestial fireworks 
begin? If you're indoors, stay there. 

If you happen to be outdoors, the 
best place to look for is a hole in 
the ground — the “foxhole” of the 
Second World War, a deep valley,
